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AUDITORS’ REPORT. 


Dover, N.H , Jan. 30, 1901. 

We hereby certify that we have examined the accounts of 
the County Commissioners, Superintendent of the County 
Farm, Jailor and County Treasurer for the year ending Dec. 
21, 1900, and find the same correctly cast and properly 
~ vouched. 

We further certify that the sums named in the vouchers 
examined by us are to the best of our knowledge and belief 
according to the market value of the articles charged therein, 
and believe such articles to have been used for the benefit of 
the County. 

In our examination of the County accounts our attention 
has been arrested by large expenditures of the County which 
we deem excessive, and which can, and should be checked. 
The great number of criminal trials in the County during the 
last few years has necessarily imposed a considerable burden 
upon the taxpayers, hut this in our judgement has been made 
much heavier than it need be. 

In our opinion the expenditure for what is called ‘expert 
testimony” is excessive, and we believe the publication of the 
items and totals of such expenditures would convince the citi- 
zens of the County that an abuse has grown up in this respect, 
and attained large proportions, and that a remedy ought in 
some way to be found. 

We deem it our duty to call attention to this matter, and 
we suggest that as the County Commissioners are in no way 
responsible for this excessive expenditure, some means ought 
to be devised by law, or taken by a wise discretion of officers 
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of the County who are responsible for it, to limit the employ- 
ment and the cost of expert testimony. 

The cost of pauperism and crime to the taxpayers of 
Strafford County is on the increase, and may well alarm all 
good citizeas and friends of civilized society. We have no 
purpose to go into details; but an inquiry into the densely 
crowded population of our Jail and our County Farm, and es- 
pecially the aid which the County Commissioners find them-. 
selves compelled to furnish for the support of destitute fami- 
lies, impovished by the dissipation of their heads, will convince 
any thoughtful person that something should be done to cor- 
rect their evils 

It is our belief that a great relief from these burdens 
would be found in a strict enforcement of the laws of the 
State 

We therefore recommend that the public officers charged 
by law with the duty of enforcing their statutes, whose viola- 
tion leads, as all know to a constant recruiting of the ranks 
of paupers and criminals, be held by the tax-payers to a strict 
accountability in this respect.
